PRESIDEN WS MESSAGE. 





The Surplus and the Tariff the Only 
Questions Touched. 


The Reports of Heads of Executive De- 
partments and Former Messages 
Referred to for Information 
on Other Subjects. 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Following, is the 
full text of President Cleveland’s message 
transmitted to Congress to-day: 


TO THE CONGRESS OF THE UNITED STATES 
—You are confronted at the threshold of your 
legislative duties, with a condition of the 

NATIONAL FINANCES, 

Which imperatively demands immediate and 
cureful consideration. The amount of money 
annually exacted, through the operations of 
present laws, from the industries and neces- 
sities of the people, largely exceed the sum 
necessary to meet the expenses of the Govern- 
ment. When we consider that the theory of 
our institutions guarantees to every citizen the 
full enjoyment of ail the fruits of his industry 
and enterprise, with only such deduction 
as may be his’ share towards the 
careful and economical maintenance 
of the government which protects 
him, it is plain that the exaction of more than 
this is indefensible extortion, and a culpable 
betrayal of American fairness and justice. This 
wrong inflicted upon those who bear the burden 
ot National taxation, like other wrongs, multi- 
plies a brood of evil consequences. The public 
treasury, Which should only exist as a conduit 
conveying the people’s tribute to its legitimate 
objects of expenditure, becomes a hoarding- 
place for money needlessly withdrawn from 
trade and the people’s use, thus crippling our 
National energics, suspending our country’s 
development, preventing invetsment in pro- 
ductive enterprise, threatening financial dis- 
turbance, and inviting schemes of public plun- 
der. 

This condition of our treasury is not al- 
together new; and it has more than once of 
late been submitted to the people’ representa- 


tives in Congress, who alone can apply a 
remedy. And yet the situation still continues, 
with aggravated incidents, more than «ver 


presaging tinancial convulsion and wide-spread 
disaster. It will not do to neglect this situation 
because its dangers are not now palpably im- 
minent and apparent. They exist none the 
less certainly, and await the unforeseen and 
unexpected occasion when suddenly they will 
be precipitated upon us, 

On the 30th day of June, 1885, the excess of 
revenues over public expenditures, after com- 
yiving with the annual requirement of the 
© aking-FPund act, was #17,859,735.54; during the 
dcr rended June 39, 1536, such excess amounted 
yo £°9.105,54°.20, and dur.ng the year ended June 
0, 1887, it reached the sum of #5,.567,$419.54. The 
anniu contributions to the sinking fund dur 
ing the three years above spec'‘fied, amounting 
in the aggregate to 7138,058,327.94, and deducted 
from the surplus as stated, were made by call- 
ingin fortbat purpose outstanding three per 
cent. bonds of the Government. During the six 
months prior to June 3), 1887, the sur- 
plus revenue had grown so large by 
repeated accumulations, that it Was

The precarious condition of 
financial affairs among the people still needing 
relief, immediately after the 80th day of June, 
1887, the remainder of the three per cent. bonds 
then outstanding, amounting with principal 
and. interest.to tse. sum af 877.500, were 
calledin and applied te the sinking fund con- 
tribution for the current fiscal year. Notwith- 
standing these operations of the Treasury 
Department representations of distress in busi- 
ness circles not only continued, but increased, 
and absolute peril scemed at hand. In these 
circumstances the contributicn to the sinking 
fund for the current fiscal year was at once 
completed by the expenditure of 27,684,283.55 
in the purchase of Government bonds not yet 
due, bearing four and four and a half per cent. 
interest, the premium paid thereupon averag- 
ing ubout twenty-four per cent. for the former 
and eight per cent. for the latter. In addition 
to this the interest accruing during the current 
year upon the outstanding bonded indebted- 
ness of the Government was to some extent 
anticipated, and banks sclected as depositories 
of public money were permitted to somewhat 
increase their deposits. 

While the expedients thus employed, to re- 
lease to the people the money lying idle in the 
treasury, served to avert immediate danger, 
our surplus revenues have continued to ac- 
cumulate, the excess for the present year 
amounting on the first day of December to %55,- 
258,701.19, and estimated to reach the sum of 
#113,000,000 on the 30th day of June next, at 
which date it is expected that this sum, added 
to prior accumulations. will swell the surplus 
in the treasury to £140.):00,000, 

There seems to be no assurance that, with 
such a withdrawal from use of the people’s 
circul:iting medium, our business community 
may not in the near future be subjected 
to the same distress which was quite lately 
produced from the samecause, And while the 
functions of our National Treasury should be 
few and simple, and while its best condition 
would be reached, I believe, by its entire dis- 
connection with private business interests, yet 
when, by a perversion of its purposes, it idly 
holds money uselessly subtracted from the 
channels of trade, there seems to be reason for 
the claim that some legitimate means should 
be devised by the Government to restore in an 
emergency, without waste or extravagance, 
such money to its place among the people. 
If such an emergency arises’ there 
now exists no clear and undoubted 
executive power of relief. Heretofore the 
redemption of three percent. bonds, which were 
payable at the option of the Government, has 
afforded a means forthe disbursement of the 
excess ofour revenue; but these bonds have 
all been retired, and there are no bonds out- 
standing, the paymentof which we have the 
right to insist upon. The contribution to the 
sinking fund, which furnishes the occasion for 
expenditure in the purchase of bonds has been 
already made for the current year, so that there 
is no outletin that direction. 

In the present state of jiegisiation the only 
pretense of any existing executive power to re- 
store, at this time, any part of our surplus rev- 
enues tothe people by its expenditure, con- 
sists in the supposition that the Secretary of 
the Treasury may enter the market and pur- 
chase the bonds of the Government not yet due, 
at 2 rate of premium to be agreed upon. 

The only provision of law from which such a 
power could be derived is found in an appropri- 
ation bill passed a number of years ago; and it 
is subject to the suspicion that it was intended 
as temporary and limited in its application, in- 
stead of conferring 2 continuing discretion and 
No condition ought to exist which 
would justify tive grant of power to asingte 
official. upon his judgment of its necessity, to 
withhold from or release to the business of the 
people, in an unusual manner, money held in 
the treasury, and thus alfect, at his will, 
the financial situation of the country; and if 
it is deemod wise to lodge in the Secretary of 
the Treasury the authority in the present junct 
ure to purchase bonds, it should be plainly 
vested, and provided, as far as possible, with 
such checks and limitations as will define this 
official righ! and discretion, and at the same 
time relieve him of undue responsibility. 

In considering the question of purchasing 
bonds asa means of restoring to circulation 
the surpius money accumulating in the treas- 
ury, it should be borne in mind that premiums 
must of course be paid upon such purchase, 
that there may bea large part of these bonds 
held as investments which can not be pur- 


chased at any price, and that com- 
binations among holders who are 
willing to sell, may unreasonably 


enhance the cost of such bonds to the Govern- 
ment. It has been suggested that the present 
bonded debt might be refunded at a less rate 
of interest, and the difference between the old 

d new security paid in cash, thus finding use 
for the surplus in the treasury. The success 
of this plan, {t is apparent. must depend upon 
the volition of the holders of the pressnt 
bonds; and it is not entirely certain that the 
inducement which must be offered them would 
resultin more financial benefit to the Govern- 
ment than the purchase of bonds, while the lat- 
ter proposition would reduce the principal of 
the debt by actual payment, irs of extend- 
i 


t. 
“Phe proposition to deposit the monger held by 





the Government in banks throughout the coun- 
try, for use by the people, is, it seems to me, 
exceedingly objectionable in principle. estab- 
lishing too ¢lose relationship between the 
operations of the Government Treasury and the 
business of the country, and too extensive a 
commingling of their money, thus fostering an 
unnatural reliance in private business upon 
public funds. If this scheme should be adopted 
it should only be done as a temporary expe- 
dient to meet an urgent necessity. Legislative 
and executive effort should generally be in the 
opposite direction, and should have a tendency 
to divorce, as much and as fast as 
can safely” be done, the Treasury De- 
partment from private enterprise. Of course it 
is not expected that unnecessary and extrava- 
gant appropHations will be made for the pur- 
pose of avoiding the accumulation of an excess 
of revenue. Such expenditure, besides the de- 
moralization of all just conceptions of public 
duty which it entails, stimulates a habit of 
reckless improvidence not in the least consist- 
nt with the mission of our people or the high 
and beneficent purpose of our G»vernment. 

I have deemed-it my duty to thus bring to the 
knowledge of my countrymen, as well as to the 
attention ef their representatives charged 
with the “spussibility of legislative re- 
lief, the gravity of our financial situation. 
The failure of Congress heretofore to proyide 
against the dangers which it was quite evident 
the very nature of the difficulty must neces- 
sarily produce, caused a condition of financial 
distress and apprehension since your last ad- 
jourment, which taxed to the utmost all the 
authority and expedients within executive con- 
trol; and these appear now to be exhausted. 
If disaster results from the continued inaction 
of Congress, the responsibility must rest 
where it belongs. Though the situation thus 
farconsidered is fraught with danner which 
should be fully realized, and though it presents 
features of wrong to the people as well as peril 
to the country. It is buta result growing out ofa 
perfectly palpable and apparent cause, con- 
stantly reproducing the same alarming circum- 
slances—a congested National Treasury and 
depleted monetary condition in the business of 
the country It need hardly be stated that 
while the present situation demands a remedy, 
we can only be saved from a‘like predicament 
in the future by the removal of its cause, 

Our scheme of taxation, by meansof which 
this needless surplus is taken from the people 
and put into the public treasury, consists 
of a_ tariff or duty levied upon importa- 
tions from abroad, and internal revenue taxes 
levied upon the consumption of tobacco and 
spirituous and malt liquors. It must be conced- 
ed that none of the things subjected to internal 
revenue taxation are, strictly speaking, fces- 
saries; there appears to be no just complaint 
of this taxation by the consumers of these ar- 
ticles, and there seems to be nothing so well 
able to bear the burden without hardship to 
any portion of the people. But our present 
tariff laws, the vicious, inequitable and illogical 
source of unnecessary taxation, ought to be at 
once revised and amended. These laws, as their 
primary and plain effect, raise the price to con- 
sumers of all articles imported and subject to 
duty, by precisely the sum _ paid for 
such duties, Thus the amounts of the 
duty measures the tax paid by those who 
purchase for use these imported articles, 
Many of these things, however, are raised or 
manufactu:.ed in our own country, and the 
duties now levied upon foreign goods and pro- 
ducts are called protection to these home 
manufactures, because they render it possible 
forsthose of our people who are manufacturers 
to make these taxed articles and sell them for 
aprice equal to that demanded for the im- 
ported goods that have paid customs duty. So 
it happens that, while comparatively a few use 
the imported articles, millions of our people, 
who never use and never saw any of 
the foreign products, purchase and use 
things of the same kind made in 
this country and 
quite the same enhanced price which the duty 
adds to the imported articles. Those who buy 
imports pay the duty charged thereon into the 
public treasury, but the great majority of our 
sitizeas “wiv buy domestic articles of the same 
class pay asum at least approximately = 
to this duty to the home manufacturer, his 
reference to the operation of our tariff laws is 
not made by way of instruction, but in order 
that we muy be constantly reminded of the 
manner in which they impose a burden upon 
those who consume domestic products as well 
as those who consume imported articles, and 
thus create a tax upon all our people. 

It is not proposed to entirely relieve the coun- 
try of this taxation. It must be extensively 
continued as the source of the Government's in- 
come; andin areadjustment of our tariff the 
interests of American labor engaged in manu: 
facture shoulé be carefully considered, as well 
as the preservation of our manufacturers. It 
may be called protection, or by any other name, 
but relief from the hardships und dangers of 
our present tariff laws should be devised with 
especial precaution against imperiling the ex- 
istence of our manufacturing interests. But 
this existence should not mean a condition 
which, without regard to the public welfare 
or a National exigency, must al- 
ways insure the realization of immense 
profits instead of moderately profitable re- 
turns. As the volume and diversity of our Na- 
tional activities increase, new recruits are 
added to those who desire acontinuation of the 
advantages which they conceive the present 
system of tariff taxation directly affords them. 
So stubbornly have all efforts to reform the 
present condition been resisted by those of our 
fellow-citizens thus engaged, that they can 
hardly complain of the suspicion, entertained to 
wu certain extent, that there existed an organ- 
ized combination all along the line to maintain 
their advantage. 

We are in the midst of centennial celebra- 
tions, and with becoming pride were rejoice in 
American skill and ingenuity, American energy 
and enterprise, and in the wonderful natural 
advantages and resources developed by 
a century’s National growth. Yet when an at- 
tempt is made to rgd a scheme which per- 
mits a tax to be laid upon every consumer in 
the land for the benefit of our manufactures 
quite beyond a reasonable demand for Govern- 
mental regard, it suits the purposes of advocacy 
to call our manufactures infant industries, still 
needing the highest and greatest degree of 
favor and fostering care thatcan be wrung from 
Federal legislation. 

It is also said that the increase in the 
price of domestic manufactures resulting 
from the present tariff is necessary in order 
that higher wages may be paid to our 
workingmen employed in manufactories, than 
are paid for what is called the pauper labor of 
Europe. All will acknowledge the force of the 
argument that a government which involves 
the welfare and liberal compensation of our 
labor is honorable in the eyes of every Ameri- 
can citizen; and as it lies at the foundation of 
our development and progress, it is entitled, 
without affectation or hypocrisy, to the ut- 
most regard. The standard of our laborers’ 
life should not be measured by that of any 
other country less favored, and they are en- 
titled to their full share of all our advantage. 

By the last census itis made to appear that 
of the 17,592,199 of our population engaged in 
all kinds of industries, 7,670,495 are employed in 
agriculture, 4,074,238 in professional and per- 
sonal service, (2,934.876 of whom are domestic 
servants and laborers) while 1,810,256 are em- 
ployed in trade and transportation, and 3,837,112 
are classed as employed in manufacturing and 
mining. 

For presect purposes, however, the last num- 
ber given should be considerably reduced 
Without attempting to enumerate all, it will bé@ 
conceded that there should be deducted from 
those which it includes 375,143 carpenters and 
joiners ; 235,401 milliners, dressmakers and seam- 
stresses, 172,726 blacksmiths, 133,756 tailors and 
tailoresses, 102,473 masons, 76,241 *butchers, 41,- 
209 bakers, 22,083 plasterers, and 4,891 engaged 
in manufacturing agricultural implements, 
amounting in the aggregate to 1,214,123, leav- 
ing 2,623,089 persons employed in such manu- 
facturing industries as are claimed tobe bene- 
fitted by a high tariff. To these the appeal is 
made to save their employment and maintain 
their wages by resisting a change. There 
should be no disposition to answer such sugges- 
tions by the allegation that they are in a mi- 
nority among those who labor, and therefore 
should forego an advantage, in the interest of 


low prices for the majority: their 
compensation, as it may af- 
fected by the operation of tariff 


laws, should at all times be scrupulously kept 
in view; and yet with slight inflection they will 
not overlook the fact that they are consumers 
with the rest; that they, too, have their own 
wants and those of their families to supply 
from their earnings, anithat the prices of the 
necessaries of life, as well as the amount of 
their wages, will regulate the measure of their 
welfare and comfort: But the reduction of taxa- 
tion demanded should be so measured as not to

a necessary readjustment, should 
furnish no excuse for the sacrifice of the inter- 
ests of his employes either in their opportunity 
to work or in the diminution of their compensa- 
tion. Norcan the workerin manufactures fail 
to understand that while a high tariff is claimed 
to be necessary to allowthe payment of re- 
munerative wago6s, it certainly results in a very 
large increase in the price of nearly all sorts of 
manufactures, which, in almost countless 
forms, he needs for the use of himself and his 
family. He receives at the desk of his employer 
his wages, and perhaps before he reaches his 
home is obliged, in a purchase for family use of 
an article which embraces his own labor, to re- 
turnin the payment of the increasein price 
which the tar. ff permits, the hard-earned com- 
pensation of many days of toil. 

The farmer ond the agriculturist, who manu- 
facture nothing, but who pay the increased 
price which the tariff imposes upon every agri- 
cultural implement, upon all he wears and upon 
all he uses andowns, except the increase of his 
flocks and herds and such things as in his hus- 
bandry he produces from the soil, is invited to 
aid in maintaining the present situation: and 
he is told that a high duty on imported wool is 
necessary for the benefit of those who have 
sheep to shear, in order that the price of their 
wool may be increased. They, of course, are not 
reminded that the farmer who has no sheep is by 
this scheme obliged, in his purchases of cloth- 
ing and woolen goods, to pay a tribute to his 
fellow-farmer as well as to the manufacturer 
and merchant; nor is any mention made of the 
fact that the sheep-owners themselves and 
their households, must wear clothing and use 
other articles manufactured from the wool they 
sell at tariff prices, and thus as consumers must 
return their share of this increased price to the 
tradesman. 

I think it may be fairly assumed that a iarge 
proportion of the sheep owned by the farmers 
throughout the country are found in small 
flocks numbering from twenty-five to fifty. 
The duty on the grade of imported wool which 
these sheep yield, is ten cents each pound if 
of the value of thirty cents or less, and 
twelve cents if of the value of more than twelve 
cents. If the liberal estimate of six pounds be 
allowed for each fleece, the duty thereon would 
be sixty or seventy-two cents, and this may be 
taken as the utmost enhancement of its price 
to the farmer by reason of this duty. Eighteen 
dollars would thus represent the increased price 
of the wool from twenty-five sheep, and thirty- 
six dollars that from the wool of fifty sheep; 
and at present values this addition would 
amount to about one-third of its price. If upon 
its sale the farmer receives this or a less tariff 
profit, the wool leaves his hands charged with 
precisely that sum, which in all its changes 
will adhere to it, until it reaches 
the consumer. When manufactured into 
cloth and other goods, and material for its use, 
its cost is not only increased to the extent of 
the farmer's tariff profit, but a further sum has 
been added for the benefit of the manufacturer 
under the operation of other tariff laws. In the 
meantime the day arrives when the farmer 
finds it necessary to purchase woolen goods and 
material to clothe himself and family for the 
winter. When he faces the tradesman for that 
purpose he discovers that he is obliged not only 
to returnin the way of increased prices his 
tariff profit on the wool he sold, and which then, 
perhaps, lies before him in manufactured form, 
but that he must add a considerable sum 
thercto to meet ab further in- 
crease in cost caused by a tariff duty 
on the manufacture. Thus in the end he is 
aroused to the fact that he has paid upon a 
moderate purchase, as a result of the tariff 
scheme, which, when he sold his wool, seemed 
so profitable, an increase in price, more than 
suflicient to sweep away all the tariff profit he 
received upon the wool he produced and sold. 

When the number of farmers engaged in 
wool-raising is compared with all the farmers 
in the country, and the small porportion they 
bear to our population is considered; when it 
is made apparent that, in the caseo a large 
part of those who own _ sheep, the 
benefit of the present tariff on wool 
is illusory; and, above all, when it must 
be conceded that the increase of the cost,of 
living caused by such tariff, becomes a burden 
upon those with moderate means and the poor, 
the employed and unemployed, the sick and 
well, and the young and old, and that it consti- 
tutes a tax, which, with relentless grasp, is 
fastened upon the clothing of every man, 
woman and childin the land, reasons are sug- 
gested why the removal or reduction of this 
duty should be included in a revision of our 
tariff laws. 

In speaking of the increased cost to the con- 
sumer of our home manufactures, resulting 
from a duty laid upon imported articles of the 
same description, the fact is not overlooked 
that competition among our domestic producers 
sometimes has the effect of keeping the price of 
their products below the highest limit allowed 
by such duty. But it is notorious that this 
competition is too often strangled by combina- 
tions, quite prevalent at this time, and fre- 
quently called trusts, which have for their ob- 
ject the regulation .f the supply and price of 
commodities made and sold by members of the 
combination. The people can hardly hope for 
any consideration in the operation of these 
seltish schemes. If, however, in the absence 
of such combinations, a healthy and free com- 
petition reduces the prices of any particular 
dutiable article of home production below the 


limit which it might otherwise reach 
under our. tariff laws, and if, with 
such reduced prices, its manufacture 


continues to thrive, itis entirely evident that 
one thing has been discovered which should be 
carefully scrutinized in an effort to reduce taxa- 
tion. The necessity of combination to main- 
tain the price of any commodity to the tariff 
point furnishes proof that some one is willing 
to accept lower prices for such commodity, and 
that such an are remunerative; and lower 
prices produced by competition prove the same 
thing. Thus where either of these conditions 
exist a case would seem to be presented for 
an easy reduction of taxation. 

The considerations which have been pesness 
ed touching our tariff laws are intended only to 
enforce an earnest recommendation that the 
growth of the surplus revenues of the Govern- 
ment be prevented by the reduction of our cus- 
toms duties, and, at the same time, to emphasize 
a suggestion that in accomplishing this pur- 
pose, we may discharge a double duty to our 
people ty granting to them a measure of relief 
from tariff taxation in quarters where it is most 
needed and from sources where it can be most 
fairly and justly accorded. 

Nor can the presentation made of such con- 
siderations be, with any degree of fairness, re- 
garded as evidence of unfriendliness toward our 
manufacturing interests, or of any lack of ap- 
preciation of their value and importance. These 
interests constitute a leading and most sub- 


stantial element of our National great- 
ness and furnish the proud proof of 
our country’s progress. But if in the 


emergency that presses upon us our manufact- 
urers are asked to surrender something forthe 
public good and divert disaster, their patriot- 
ism, as well as a grateful recognition of advan- 
tages already afforded, should lead them'to 
willing co-operation. No demand is made that 
they shall forego all the benefits of govern- 
mental regard: but they can not fail to bead- 
monished of their duty, as well as their enlight- 
ened self-interest and safety, when they are re- 
minded ofthe fact that financial panic and col- 
lapse, to which the present condition tends, 


afforded no- greater’ shelter or pro- 
tection to our manufactures than to 
our other important enterprises. Oppor- 


tunity for safe, careful and deliberate reform is 
now offered; and none of us should be unminda- 
ful of a time when an abused and irritated peo- 
ple, heedless of those who have resisted timely 
and reasonable relief, may insist upon a radical 
and sweeping rectification of their wrongs, 

The difficulty attending a wise and fair re- 
vision of our tariff laws is not underestimated. 
It willrequire on the part of Congress great 
labor and care, and especially a broad and 
National contemplation of the subject, and a 
patriotic disregard of such local and selfish 
claims as are unreasonable and reckless 
of the welfare of the enfire country. Under our 
present laws more than four thousand articles 
are subject to duty. Many of these do not in 
any way compete with ourown manufactures, 
and many are hardly worth attention as sub- 
jects of revenue. A considerable reduction can 
be made in the aggregate ed adding them to the 
free list. The taxation of luxuries presents no 
features of hardship: but the necessaries of 
life, used and consumed by all the people, the 
duty upon which adds to the cost of living in 
every home, should be greatly cheapened. e 
radival reduction of the duties imposed upon 
raw material used in manufactures, or its ioe 
importation, is of course an important factorin 
any effort to reduce the price of these neces- 
saries. It would not only relieve them from the 
increased cost caused ‘by the tariff on 





price of raw material, could be accordingly 
modified. Such reduction, or free importation, 
would serve besides to largely reduce the rev: 
enue. It isnot apparent how such achange can 
have anyinjurious effect upon manufacturers. 
On the contrary, it would appear to give them 
&@ better chance in foreign markets with the 
manufacturers of other countries, who cheapen 
their wares by free material. Thus our people 
might have the opportunity of extending their 
sales beyond the limits of home 
consumption, saving them from the depression, 
interruption in business, and loss caused by a 
glutted domestic market, and affording their 
employes more certain and steady labor, with 
its resulting quiet and contentment. 

The question thus imperatively presented for 
solution should be approached in a spirit higher 
than partisanship, and considered fn the light 
of that regard for patriotic duty which should 
characterize the action of those intrusted with 
the weal of a confiding people. But the obliga- 
tion to declared party policy and principle is 
not wanting to urge prompt and effective ac- 
tion. Both ofthe great political parties now 
represented in the Government have, by repeat- 
ed and authoritative declarations, condemned 
the condition of our laws which permit the col- 
lection from the people of unnecessary revenue 
and have, in the most solemn manner, promised 
its correction; and neither ascitizens or parti- 
sans are our countrymen in a mood to condone 
the deliberate violation of these pledges. 

Our progress toward a wise conclusion will 
not be improved by dwelling upon the theories 
of protection and free trade. This savors too 
much of bandying epithets. It 1s a condition 
which confronts us—not a theory. Relief from 
this condition may involve a slight reduction of 
the advantages which we award our home pro- 
ductions, but the entire withdrawal of 
such advantages should not be contemplat- 
ed. The question of free trade is absolutely 
irrelevant; and, the persistent claim made in 
certain quarters that all efforts to relieve the 
people from unjust and unnecessary taxation 
are schemes of so-called free traders, is mis- 
chievous and far removed from any considera- 
tion forthe public good. Thesimple and plain 
duty which we owe the people is to reduce 
taxation to the necessary expenses of an 
economical operation of the Government. and 
to restore to the business of the country the 
money which we holdin the treasury through 
the perversion of governmental powers. These 
things can and should be done with safety to 
all our industries, without danger to the op- 
portunity for remunerative labor which our 
workingmen need,and with benefit to them and 
all our people, by cheapening their means of 
subsistence and increasing the measure of 
their comforts, 

The Constitution provides that the President 
shall from time to time, give to the Congress 
information of the State of the Union. It has 
been the custom of the Executive, in compli- 
ance with this provision, to annually exhibit to 
Congress, at the opening of its session, the 
general condition of the country and to detail 
with some particularity, the operations of the 
different executive departments. I would be 
especially agreeable to follow this course at 
the present time, and to call attention to the 


valuable accomplishments of these de- 
partments during the MWast ‘fiscal year. 
But I am so much impressed with the 


paramount importance of the subject to which 
his communication has thus far been devoted, 
hat I shall forego the addition of any other 
opic, and only urge upon your immediate con- 
sideration the “state of the Union,’ as shown 
in the present condition of our Treasury and 
our general fiscal situation, upon which every 
element of our safety and prosperity depends. 

The reports of the heads departments, which 
will be submitted, contain full and explicit in- 
formation touching the transactions of the 
business intrusted to them and such recom- 
mendations relating to legislationin the public 
interest as they deem advisable. I ask for 
these reports and recommendations the delib- 
erate examination and action of the legislative 
branch of the Government. 

There are other subjects not embraced in the 
departmental reports demanding legislative 
consideration and which [ shouid be glad to 
stipmit. Some of them, however, have been 
earnestly presented in previous messages, and 
as to them, I beg leave to repeat prior recom- 
mendations. 

As the law makes no provision for any report 
from the Department of State, a brief history 
of the transactions of that important depart- 
ment, together with other matters which it may 
hereafter be deemed essential to commend to 
the attention of the Congress, may furnish the 
oceasion for a future communication.

An Historical Colossus. 


The Museum of Fine Arts has just 
come into possession of a very valua- 
ble colossus of Rameses IL, the most 
renowned of all the monarches of 
ancient Egypt, and biblically known 
as the Pharoah who compeled the 
Israelites to build the treasure cities 
Pithom and Rameses. This colossus 





was [disclosed by Mr. Griffith at 
Nebesheh, which is located a few 
miles from the site of Tanis (the 
biblical Zoan) and. overlooks the 


“field of Zoan,’’ where the ‘‘wonders”’ 
occurred. It is the only colossus of 
Rameses IL, in the United States, and 
the only regret is that a portion of 
the nose should be wanting. Itis a 
sitting figure, finely cut in dark gray 
granite, and bears the usual names 
and titles. Its height is nine feet 
three inches, and its pedestal is in- 
scribed with numerous ascriptions of 
glory. The face is one of repose, 
dignity, and indifference to human 
suffering, combined with determinate 
will and kingly pride. The colossus 
is the gift of the Egypt Exploration 
Fund Society. — Boston Letier.

He Favors Dynamite Projectiles—Moni- 
tors Almost Useless—Naval Reserve and 
Coast Defense—Chicago Gets the Re- 
publican Convention=Other Notes. 
Wasnincron, Dec. 9.—In his annual re- 

port the secretary of the navy says: ‘“‘It is 
with much satisfaction that the department 
isable to report upon the ocvurrences of 
the past year. Many difficulties have stood 
in the way of the creation of a creditable 
new navy. During the last year many of 
these have been removed, and if it is the 
will of the country that. we should be pos 
sessed of a navy able to maintain, when 
required, the honor and dignity of the gov- 
ernment, it can now readily be created.” 

The secretary then outlines the work ac- 
complished on the cruisers, armed vessels, 
coast defenses, eto. In this connection he 
adds: ‘Some slight delay in construction 
of the cruisers under control has doubtless 
resulted, and much jarring and unpleasant- 
ness at first, but at the present time, all 
concur that the quality of tho steel has been 
improved and that more reliable processes 
have come to light, and all dissatisfaction 
has disappeared. Especially has the steel 
made upon the Pacific coast been notable 
for its quality, and the construction of the 
cruisers there may mark an important event 
in its industrial history.” 

He says: ‘‘Thedepartment deams it un- 
wise to follow at present the course of the 
European powers in building unprotected 
torpedo boats. It recognizes the power of 
the dynamite projectile, and believes it 
practicable toembody it in such manner as 
to insure that it will reach any depired ob- 
ject of attack in spite of known weapons, 
and upon that problem it is engaged. I find 
myself unable to concur in the recommen- 
dation that the single-turreted monitors be 
repaired and made ready for coast defense 
vessels. An examination of their charac- 
teristics shows that outside of the ships in 
our own navy, no” antagonist could proba- 
bly be found against which they could 
stand fora moment. They were good ves- 
sels for their time, but are entirely obso- 
lete. It would be little less than murder to 
send men in these at the present time to 
encounter any recently built ironclad. 

“I appreciate fully that it was only as a 
temporary expedient that it is suggested, 
and with the thought thatin the absence of 
anything else these might be better than 
nothing. This has been the theory upon 
which over $50,000,000, and probably $75, - 
000,000, has been spent since the close of the 
war. It is time to stop it, and be content 
only with the best. If every dollar is made 
to count on something of real value, waste 
will stop, and not before,” 

After describing the extravagant system 
of repairing vessels in past years, the re- 
pairs often costing several times as much as 
the vessel did, the secretary says: “It is 
often the subject of wonder what has be- 
come of the $70,000,000 spent upon war 
vessels since the close of the war, in view of 
the fact that there is nownonavy, The 
foregoing bit of history will serve as an 
Ulustration. 

‘‘The pneumatic dynamite gun has been 
developed by private enterprise to the point 
where it merits immediate attention. What- 
ever destruction a torpedo can do, this pro- 
jectile can do if accurately placed. Against 
its method of attack neither nets nor ma- 
chine guus are of any considerable use, It 
oan be fired at such a distance as to be 
beyond the effective range of machine guns 
and the line of flight of its projectile escapes 
nets. There are questions yet to be settled 
before its efficiency for naval can 
be fully determined. This invention, like 
every other, has its own peculiar problems 
to solve, but the zeal and intelligence thus 
far given to the development promises ulti- 
mate success, 

“For coast and harbor defense, to be fired 
from land batteries, its accuracy is substan- 
tially established, but for naval purposes 
other elements of difficulty intervene. The 
movement of the vessel destroys the possi- 
bility of availing of a range previously 
determined by experiment. However, the 
problems to’ be solved are receiving the 
most zealous study, and it is believed by 
those interested that in time all will be 
worked out. 

On the subjects of naval reserve and 
coast defenses he says: ‘‘The department 
has informed itself fully as to the different 
systems of coast defense and naval reserves 
in use in foreign countries, and is prepared 
to formulate a plan for similar organization 
to meet the requirements of American in- 
stitutions. It should resemble that of the 
militia or National guard and rest upon the 
foundations of local interest.” 

The estimates for the navy and marine 
corps for the current fiscal year amounted 
to $25,589,479.02, and the appropriations to 
$26,132,723.79. The estimates for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1889, amount to $23, - 
427,940.18, or $2,141,535, 89 less than the esti- 
mates, and $2,754, 783,66 less than the appro- 
priations for the current fiscal year. 

Speci 1 attention is called to the consider- 
ations presented in the report in reference 
to the provision of additional facilities for 
naval work on the Pacific coast, especially 
in the neighborhood of Puget sound, the 
great coal and iron region of the future 
upon this coast. Apart from this question 
of an additional naval station, measures 
should vertainly be taken to place the only 
naval station now existing upon the coast, 
that at San Francisco, in a fully equipped 
condition. 

Another aid moat important subjeeot re- 
ferred to in the report is the question of 
making available our naval resources on 
the gulf coast. The necessity fora naval 
station on the shores of the gulf is impera- 
tive. It appears to the bureau that Pensa- 
cola, though defective in some respects, 
combines many advantages for a naval sta- 
tion, and that, by the removal of the yard 
to the upper part of the bay, railroad con- 
nections can be made and other benefits se- 
cured. 

The secretary recommends the construc- 
tion of five new ships, as follows: two 
armor-clad vessels to cost exclusive of arma- 
ment not more than $6,00u,000, one to be 
built by contract and one at the navy-yards; 
also three fast cruisera of the highest type. 
He : ays that: 

“Six years hence only four of the present 
cruising ships will remain serviceable. In 
other words the old navy will have disap- 
peared.” 

The secretary devotes considerable space 
toa chronicle of the progress made in the 
science, of naval ship building, coast de- 
fenses, etc., throughout the world during 
the year. The general tone of the report is 
one of great satisfaction with the successful 
development of the secretary’s plans for re- 
habilitation of our navy.

It 
was this agency that the military were 
called upon to suppress the recent insurrec- 
tion started by Sword Bearer. Mr. Wil- 
liamson is an uncle of Assistant Commis- 
sioner Upshaw. Gen. Armstrong, the 
Indian inspector, had been engaged for 
some time making an investigation into the 
conduct of affairs at his agency. 


The Fisheries Negotiations. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The meetings of 
the fisheries negotiators are being held at. 
intervals. An adjournment has been taken 
until Saturday. The conferees decline to 
express any opinion as to when the negotia- 
tions will be finished, but state that there is 
no truth, whatever, in the rumor of a dis- 
agreement. 


Want to Repeal the Tobanco Tax. 
WasHInGTon, Dec: 9.—The understand- 
ing now is that the tariff bill to be brought 
forth as a party measure will include the 
repeal of the tobacco tax. This will be 
satisfactory to many of Mr. Randall’s fol- 
lowers. 


Chicago the Lucky City. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The Republican 
National committee on the third ballot 
selected Chicago as the place of holding the 
convention on June 19. 





General Rea at Columbus, 

CoLtumsos, O., Dec. 9.—Commander-in- 
Chief Hea, of the Grand Army Republio, 
arrived here yesterday and was escorted by 
the reception committee to the Neil house, 
where the council of adininistration was 
in session allday. The question of time of 
holding the National encampment next year 
was the main topic of discutsion, but this 
was broken in upon by the veceipt of sev- 
eral lettors urging that it be held at some 
other place, that Columbus would not be 
able to accommodate so large a crowd. This 
proposition is not likely to carry. The time 
will probably be fixed for some date in 
September. A reception at the board of 
trace was tendered Gen. Ras and party last 
night. To-day will be spent driving about 
the city, and this evening the party will be 
the guests of the Columbus chief. 





Smuggling Chinese Across the Line. 

Ottawa, Ont., Dec. 9,—Representations 
have been made tothe Dominion govern- 
ment by the Washington authorities, that 
Chinese are being smuggled into the United 
States from British Columbia. The remedy 
proposed by the Americans is the assimila- 
tion of the Canadian and United States laws 
relating to Chinese immigration and the 
opium traffic. The landing of Chinese is 
prohibited in the United States but not in 
Canada, It is alleged that thousands of 
Chinese have made their way into the 
United States by way of British Columbia 
during the last few months, by means of 
small boats and trails across the boundary 
line from New Westminster. 





Living Man Taken for Dead. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Deo. ¥. — J. RB. 
Nichols, a prominent citizen of the Fifth 
ward, was laid out for dead Taursday even- 
ing when life was not extinst. He had fallen 
from a loft in M. M. Murray’s barn, and 
after the accident was carried into Murray’s 
house. His friends waited for over an hour, 
and, as there was no signs of life whatever 
in the body, began laying out the supposed 
corpse and preparing for burial. Dr. Jack- 
son arrived on the scene and stopped the 
proceedings. After working wish Nichols 
for over two hours he sncceeded in restoring 
him to partial consciousness. Nichols is so 
badly hurt that he may not recover. 


Will Not Take Place. 

CuicaGo, Dec. ‘.—The proposed demon- 
stration in aid of the families of the exe- 
cuted Anarchists, which was to have been 
held in Battery D, December 10, will not 
take place. A conference has been held 
between representatives of the Battery 
association and the committee of arrange- 
ments of the proposed entertainment, and 
by mutual agreement, the contract by 
which the singing societies held the hall for 
December 10 was declared void.

THE PUBLIC MEETING. 


The Court Room Filled Last 
Wednesday Night. 


An Exciting Discussion Calmed by a 
Compromise Resolution. 








EVERYBODY SATISFIED. 

The public meeting, called by the 
Mayor in response to Gen. Wheeler’s 
letter, was held at the court room Wed- 
nesday.

_ Resolved, As a sense of this meeting, 
in view of the fact that some divergence 
of opinion has heretofore existed as to 
the proper location of the Government 
Building, that the central portion of the 
lot selected for its site would be most 
eligible and proper for its erection, pre- 
senting in its design, the main front on 
Greene st., with side fronts of correspond- 
ing nature on Eustis and Randolph streets 
respectively; and that our Honorable 
Mayor be, and he is hereby instructed to 
confer at once with our most worthy 
Representative. Hon. Joseph Wheeler, 
with instruction to him, that he imme- 
diately call upon the Architect in charge 
and express to him respectfully the true 
wishes of the peopleas to said location 
of Building. 


Mr. W. R Rison then offered, as a 
substitute fer the above, the following 
resolution : 


Wuerras, A Goverment Inspector of 
Public Buildings, was sent to the city of 
Huntsville to inspect and locate the 
ground, on which to erect a United 
States Court House, and said Inspector 
having selected the site, and the Gov- 
ernment Architect having made his 
plans in accordance therewith; and 

Wuenreas, The citizens of Huntsville 
in mass meeting assembled, are satisfied 
that said Architect is competent and 
qualified to discharge the duties impos- 
ed on him; and 

Wuereas, Said Architect has adopted 
and recommended a certain plan for said 
Public Building, fronting on Randolph 
street. 

Therefore, be it Resolved, By the citizens 
of Huntsville in mass meeting assembled, 
that we decline to make any recommen 
dation or suggestion, for a change of the 
plan of building adopted and recommen- 
ded by said Architect. 

The tworesolutions were then discuss- 
ed atlength, and a motionto table Mr, 
Rison’s resolution was lost. Further 
discussion aflorded a compromise of the 
following : 

Resolved, That it is the sentiment of 
the citizens, in mass meeting assembled, 
that, if practicable, we would prefer the 
Public Building located in the center of 
the lot between Eustis and Randolph 
streets, with like opening to each street, 
andalso an opening to Green street. 


This resolution was put to the house, 
and carried unanimously, without a dis- 
senting voice. 

The Chairman was then directed to 
forward to Gen. Wheeler acopy of the 
resolution as a sense of the citizens of 
Huntsville in regard tothe location of 
the Public Building.

QUAINT OLD CHARITY. 
How an Englishman Left » Record of His 
Hatred of Lawyers. 

The most striking features of Roch- 
ester, architecturally speaking, are the 
famous old cathedral and castle, but it 
has one small house to which curious 
visitors at once turn their steps. It is 
known as the “Home of the Poor 
Travelers,’ and is one of the most 
unique charities in existence. The 
house has been restored since the days 
of its founder, but still bears above the 
door this curious inscription cut in a 
stone slab: 

RICHARD WATTS, Esq., 
By his will, dated 22 Aug., 1579, 
Founded this Charity 
For Six Poor Travellers, 
Who, not being Rogues or Proctors, may receive 
gratis for one night 
Lodging, Entertainment, and Four Pence each. 

Richard Watts, the founder, was a 
man of considerable property, and pre- 
sumably of a litigious disposition, and 
having suffered much during his life at 
the hands of lawyers, then styled proc- 
tors, contrived while making this char- 
itable bequest to give a lasting proof of 
his enmity by classing them with 
rogues and excluding them forever 
from participating in its benefits. 

When this bequest was made the in- 
come was derived from land which 
eventually became very valuable for 
building purposes, and its revenue 
enormously increased. Charles Dick- 
ens computed that the poor received 
about one-thirtieth of the money which 
was their due, the rest being swal- 
lowed up by lawyers and red tapery. 
This led to some investigation of the 
funds of the estate, and the London 
Charity Commissioners strove to draw 
Watts’ charity into its capacious maw, 
but the citizens of Rochester stoutly 
resisted, and the management now 
rests in the hands of life directors ap- 
pointed by the city. The office though 
gratuitous is very honorable. 

A lamp formerly burned over the 
door under which such poor travelers 
as were desirous of the shelter within 
were wont to congregate, but under 
the present system they betake them- 
selves to the police station where an 
officer makes selection of six, who, hay- 
ing received their tickets, proceed to 
the house at six o’clock, when they are 
conjucted to a bath room and then to 
their supper room. The intention of 
the founder was to help honest working- 
mev who were tramping from town to 
town in the pursuement of their calling, 
and every care is taken to carry out his 
purpose, to the exclusion of the genuine 
tramp. To each guest one pound of 
cooked meat, one pound of bread and 
one pint of porter is served, each being 
of the best. No breakfast is given, but 
any one is allowed to retain a portion 
of his allowance until morning. After 
supper they adjourn to a room in the 
rear, where they are at liberty to smoke 
until they retire. This room is an ad- 
dition made when the building was 
restored some years ago. The stairs 
and floors are of old oak, and, like the 
beds and the entire house, are scrupu- 
lously clean. In the morning each 
man records his name, address and 
business, and receives eight cents be- 
fore he departs. When inquiries are 
made the addresses given are generally 
found to be correct. In these old books 
we also find interesting items showing 
that some who have visited the place 
as poor travelers have come again in 
affluence. 

The visitors’ book contains the names 
of many illustrious people. Among 
them is the striking signature of 
Charles Dickens, who laid here the 
scene of one of his Christmas books, 
the ‘‘Seven Poor Travelers.” : 

Richard Watts did not forget the 
fairer portion of humanity, several of 
whom find a comfortable home in an 
almshouse supported from his estate. 
A certain number of them receive a 
comfortable income on the condition 
that for so many days a week they 
must go when called upon to nurse, 
free of charge, such of the sick poor as 
muy ask for their services. Commodi- 
ous bath houses have recently been 
built by the trustees out of surplus 
funds, where baths may be had and 
swimming learned at a nominal charge

Apples For Europe. 








“What can I tell you about shipping 
apples to Europe? A great deal,’’ be- 
gan an exporter to-day. “In the first 
place, America is sending over 800,000 
barrels of apples a year to London, 
Liverpool and Glasgow alone. The 
bulk or these go during the winter 
months, at the rate of from 40,000 to 
70,000 barrels a week. New York ships 
the most, Boston comes next and 
Montreal third. Portland, Me., 
handles a great many, and Annapolis, 
Mi., forwards the Southern fruit.”’ 

‘How are they packed?” 

‘In barrels made for the purpose. 
Only sound fruit is used. The first 
layers is placed in the bottom stems 
downward, the others are putin un- 
til there appears to be one layer too 
many, and then the head is placed on 
these and forced into the barrel with a 
screw press. The head is then nailed 
in, and any amount of handling will 
not shake the apples.”"—N. Y. Mail and

Mow Seth Warner Won a Wife and Be- 
came Famous- 

Colonel Seth Warner, of Vermont, the 
famous hero of the Revolutionary war, was 
a leadin hter for the Hampshire grants. 

These tities were disputed by the State 
of New York, andits authorities obtained 
an edictof the King of England in their 
favor. The settlers were stung by the sup- 

injustice. This state of things 
rought Colonel Seth Warner to the front. 
With Ethan Allen and others he actively 
opposed every effort of the New York state 
authorities to enforce possession, and finally 
he, with Allen and others, were outlawed 
and a price put on their heads! 

To circumvent New York, it was neces- 
sary that some one.should go into that 
state and gain required information. 
Colonel Warner, assuming for safety the 
name of “Dr. Howard,’ undertook this 
perilous and romantic journey. 

While on his way home he stopped at a 
country inn, where an old gentleman and 
daughter were storm-bound. The father 
fell i‘) and the daughter called upon Colonel 
Warner, who, with his wide knowledge of 
simple remedies, successfully treated the 
“old man,” and he finally won this devoted 
woman fora wife. 

Such incidents were not uncommon in 
those years. When the doctor was noteasily 
reached, months of sickness, and even life 
were often saved by some Nan 
friend versed in the use of simple herbs and 
roots. The healthof early settlers and their 
powers of endurance convince us that such 
medicines did only good and left no poison 
in the blood to work as much injury to the 
system as would the disease itself. 

In time of peace the Colonel was in con- 
stant demand for his knowledge of simple 
remedies and their power over diseases.
